INTRODUCTION  

The 2020 annual juvenile detention facility evaluations conducted by the IDOC, Division of 

Youth Services would normally consist of three on-site facility inspections; staff and youth 

interviews; and an audit of the state detention standards. Due to the covid-19 global pandemic, 

we conducted one on-site facility inspection, along with staff and youth interviews, an audit of 

the state detention standards, and conducted testing on the candlelight levels and ventilation in 

accordance to the standards requirement.  

 

While the proposed Indiana Juvenile Detention Facility Standards are in the process of being 

promulgated, Detention Facilities had the option to be audited on three hundred one (301) 

current detention standards or the corresponding two hundred and thirty-seven (237) proposed 

juvenile detention facility standards.  

 

Bartholomew County Youth Services Center chose to be audited on the two hundred and thirty-

seven (237) proposed juvenile detention facility standards in 2020, for their 24th annual 

detention inspection.  Of the two hundred and thirty-seven (237) standards audited, sixteen (16) 

standards require mandatory compliance and the remaining two hundred and twenty-one (221) 

are recommended standards.  Compliance with 100% of the mandatory standards and 90% of the 

recommended standards is required to attain “Full Compliance.” Again, Centers that chose to be 

audited on the proposed detention standards were only required to meet the expectation of the 

current detention standards. Bartholomew County Youth Services Center chose to also provide 

documentation on the extra standards with exclusively new requirements.  The breakdown of 

each audit listed below is only reflective of the current standards.

Residents receive six hours of 

educational instruction at the Center year round, five 

days a week.  The program of study is a general four 
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core subject course – Language Arts including 

reading, writing and vocabulary; mathematics, 

science and social studies including current events.  

Students may and are encouraged to receive and 

complete the required work assignments from the 

school that they are currently enrolled.  The program 

offers remedial review for individual student needs 

relating to ISTEP and/or TASC.  The education 

program also uses the Indiana Department of 

Education state standards as guidelines for 

curriculum and daily lesson plans.

Facility Tour:  The facility tour was conducted by Anita Biehler. This inspection 

focused on mandatory standards. Areas such as medical, janitorial 

closet, kitchen, visitation rooms, search areas, private interview rooms, 

youth rooms, youth living areas, personal and property areas, 

mechanical and safety areas were inspected. It was ensured that staff 

had access to the Emergency Manual. 

Youth Interviews: There was only one youth interviewed, because their population 

consisted only of that individual on the day of the inspection. 

Youth Responses:  The youth interviewed confirmed that they felt safe at the facility and 

that it was a comfortable environment. They did comment on gnats 

being present, but this was addressed by the facility. The youth talked 

about fire drills being conducted. The youth had the suggestions of 

better underwear and deodorant. 
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Staff Interviews: There was one line staff and one control officer interviewed. 

Staff Responses: The staff members were asked questions pertaining to emergency 

evacuations and drills. They both went through the process of the 

evacuation and explained that in the case of a disabled, incapacitated or 

high-security juveniles that there evacuation process was the same as 

the others. One staff member stated that the permanent log on the 

housing units contained information about all youth and their 

movements and activities. Both confirmed that medical screening was 

completed during each youth’s intake. They both talked about the 

training given upon employment and the yearly training given.

There was only one youth interviewed, because their population 

consisted only of that individual on the day of the inspection. 

Youth Responses:  The youth said that there were regular checks performed on them while 

in their rooms and that they were not confined in their room for a period 

less than 60 minutes. The youth stated that they understood the rules 

that are outlined in the facility handbook they have access to and found 

them fair. The youth feels good about the education program available 

and is working towards their GED/TASC.

The non-compliance of the files refer to an inadequate ratio of toilets to 

population and the lack of a toilet and sink in the youth’s personal 
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room, which results in non-compliance of not having the ability to

Youth Responses:  The youth interviewed confirmed that they were given three meals and 

at regular times, but that they did not like the food. They shared that 

they received all items needed during intake, but the socks were 

“raggedy”. They went on to talk about medical and knowing how to 

contact medical and being seen by the nurse and their information being 

taken seriously and kept confidential.

Bartholomew County Youth Services Center chose to be audited on the proposed standards, 

which corresponds with the current (301) detention standards and received a score of 100% 

compliance with the mandatory standards and 96.77% of the recommended standards.  

 

The facility received a separate scoresheet indicating their level of compliance with the new 

proposed detention standards.
